Surely, with all the keener instincts, 
mental power, and a deathless soul whjeh man enjoyed over the animal crea- 
tion, a great responsibility rested on him to-do much more than the animals 
and merely plan for self-preservation. Surely a great* responsibility rested 
on him to do something to better condiUions in his home town, province and 
country. There were crippled children to be given a fair chance in life; 
there were widows and orphans for whom others had neglected, or through 
adverse circumstances had been unable to make, necessary provision; there 
were ex-soldiers and their families who had made great sacrifices for him and 
his country to. whom he had to admit he owed a debt which he could never 
wholly discharge. 

This man came to realize that his life, after all, was selfish and narrow, 
even thoughtless. He came to understand that the selfishness and narrow-- 
ness was not intentional, But was the outcome of the thoughtlessness. And 
is it not true that this lack of taking thought lies at the bottom of tost of 
the ills and sorrows from which the world of mankind suffers.

Are Returning Home 


Large Influx of Canadians From the 
United States 

What locai immigration officials be- 
lieve to be the beginning of a large in- 
flux of Canadiars from the United 
States, is seen in the monthly figures 
issued by the department for August, 
which show that last. month 851 per- 
sons entered Canada at the port of 
Windsor. Of tbat number 410 were 
Canadians returning. nome after years 
of sojourning in the United States. 
There were 386 persons refused ad- 
mission. 

At Walkerville, out of 56 persons 
admitted, 45 were Canadians return- 
ing from various parts of the United 
States, the majority of them, how- 
ever, being fron: Detroit.

Earl of Balfour An Ardent Advocate 
Of the League 

The Earl of Balfour, fm a recent de- 
bate in the House of Lords on the 
question of disarmament professet 
himself as having some hope for the 
future, 

The League of Nations had been in 
existence, he sald, only a very short 
time, and yet it had produced a spirit 
among nations which had not existed 
before. This spirit was not merely 
an addition of the various frames. of; 
mind of the different foreign offices. 
It was a. collective sentiment. In 
some respects it might be powerless 
or might run beyond the possibilities 
but it undoubtediy was something new 
in the world. No one could seriously 
look at what had happened and say it 
was an institution which the world 
could readily spare. As the spirit 
which animated the League went on 
he saw no reason to doubt that nations 
could come to. see that armaments 
might be diminished. The fear and 
jealousy. which nations, for historic 
reasons, entertained for each other 
would, he hoped, lessen in intensity, 
for if they did not there would be an- 
other war greater than the last, in 
Which civilization would crumble in 
the dust. 

He was hopeful that the disarma- 
ment for which they all longed would 
come gradually as the nations realized 
that the burden their armaments plac- 
ed on them was not worth while to 
bear. He did not despair of that. He 
might be too optimistic, but even if he 
were he still said that the work of the 
League of Nations was a work that 
made for peace. It was said that the 
League had aspirations which it could 
not realize, But it was to be remem- 
bered that the League was working 
under difficulties which its authors 
never contemplated. It was not a 
League of all the nations. Among 
the nations that were left out were 
three of the greatest materially, and 
certainly in two cases, spirftually, that 
the world possessed. Until they saw 
the League in its completed form let 
them not say that the original scheme 
was wrong, and do not let them des-

In 1901, however, the Goy- 
ernment got 47 Manitoba farmers to 
agree to take between them 58,000 
seedlings and look after their growth 
The success which attended these was 
soon evident and by 1904 almost two 
million more had been distributed 
Slowly the movement crept westward, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan were not 


keen for trees at ‘first, impetuous youth }- 


Was then in the saddle wiih an eye 
only for the present—trees and the fu- 
ture would wait until youth had 
grown rich and achieved leisure. But 
youth has grown cld and has settled 
“down. The old feeling of “here to- 
day and gone tomorrow” is not pre- 
valent now. In nothing is this new 
sense of-permanence so well express- 
ed as in the many new clumps of irees 
dotting the prairies. Perhaps~it 1s 
due in some part to the war and the 
sobering effects of the post-war per- 
‘fod, but whatever the reason, the peo- 
ple of the west are planning for the 
future—they are planting trees. 

Southern Alberta, once the home ot, 
great cattle ranches and vast treeless 
plains fenced only by the mountain on 
the west and the horizon on the east— 
Southern Alberta is now actually set- 
ting the pace in farm tree plantations. 

Irrigation, of course, is responsible 
for most of this activity in Alberta. 
Farms watered artificially are neces- 
sarily smaller than those depending 
upon rainfall and, with smaller farms, 

. homes are brought closer together 
with a correspondingly closer com- 
munity of effort. A constant, con- 
trollable supply of moisture has 

brought in its trail, too, a feeling ot 
security and permanence, a_ feeling 
that finds reflection in the home set- 
ting: 

There ‘are some truly beautiful

To Assist Sheep Industry 


Breeding Ewes to be Admitted Free of 
Duty For a Certain Period 

Word has been received by F. H. 
Auld, Vice-President of the Western 
Cynada Livestock Union, that an 
order-in-council has been passed by 
the Federal Department at Ottawa au- 
thorizing the remission of duties to 
grade, breeding ewes imported from 
the United States into Canada for the 
period from September 1st to: Novem- 
ber 30th, Such importations will be 
subject to regulations under act. 

“There is a keen demand for grade 
breeding ewes in Western Qanada and 
the demand for some time has been 
greater than the supply,” states Mr, 
Auld. “And in order to assist the 
sheep industry, the Western Canada 
Livestock Union has been urging the 
Dominion Government to admit breed- 
ing eweS free of charge for a period 
of three or four months.” This. order- 
in-council, will give the Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba farmers an opportunity 
to start new flocks, or increase their 
present flocks at a reasonable price, 
and such increases will provide new 
markets for the sale of pure-bred rams 
by western breeders. 


Farm Boys’ Camps 


Four Camps Were Held This Year In 
Saskatchewan : 

Under the auspices of the Saskat- 
chewan Agricultural Extension Sery- 
ice, four Farm Boys’ Camp have been 
held this summer throughout the proy- 
ince, with an attendance of 483 teen- 
age agraridhs, who entered with zest 
into the stock “judging competitions 
and special eyents.

HE first World Power Con- 

ference held at Wembley, 
England, during the past stim- 
mer, has given Canada a new 
status in the minds of interna- 
tional engineers and financ'err

in Great Britain and in Contin- 
ental Europe. 

At Wembley the Canadian 
building and the exhibits from 
the Dominion are pre-eminen! 
and haye served to advertised 
Canada as never before. In like 
manner Canada held an outstand 
ing-place at the World Power 
Conference. Canada’s great re- 
sources and striking achieve- 
ments in this field were worthily 
presented by the Canadian dele- 
gation. 

These gentlemen by careful 
preparation made the Canadiar 
power situation a leading feature 
of the Conference. The resul'

The International 
LaborOrganization 


By Mises Marjorie Bradford, B.Sc., 

Social Service Council of Canada 

What is the International Labor Or- 
ganization, and how does it function? 
That Canada is fortunate in number- 
ing among her cilizens many who are 
intelligent friends and intelligent eri- 
ties of the Intefrational Labor Organ- 
ization is perfectly true. Tt is equal 
ly true that there are still many re 
sponsible Canadians who do not. know 
that the International Labor Organiza 
tion exists, or having heard of it, re 
main ignorant of its nature and func 
ons. The fact that during the dis 
cussion preceding the recent ratifica 
tion by the Dominion Parliament of 
four Draft Conventions of the Inter- 
national Labor Organization, a mem- 
ber of the House demanded to know 
if it was “the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to hold more conventions in 
Geneva in the future,” invites reflec- 
tion. The form of the question did 
not make il apparent that the honor 

_ able gentleman knew that Canada is a 
member state in a permanent Inter- 
national Labor Organization. 

The International Labor. Organiza- 
tion of the.League of Nations was 
created by Part XIIl. of the Treaty ‘of 
Versailles. 1t has its own governing 
body and ils own special conference? 
but the League of Nations -has the 
duty of voting its annual budget. An- 
nual conferences are held, to: which 
each member state sends four repre- 
sentalives---iwo for the government, 
one for the employers, and one for 
the employees. Through the inter- 
national Labor Office at Geneva, the 
activities of the organization are car- 
ried ow throughout the year. 

One perhaps too often.thinks of the 
Peace Treaty as a purely political and 

. commercial document. in which fron- 
tiers and nationalities and minorities 
were fought over and compromised 
upon, and, sometimes perhaps, bar- 
tered and cross-bartered; and one for- 
gets that. there was also therein an 
endeavor to find an international ex- 
pression of a certain number of high 


human ideals. . The raison d'etre of 
the Intejmational Labor Organization 
is that Universal Peace can be estab- 


lished only if based upon soeial jus- 
lice, and that “cenditions of Jabor 
exist ingolving such social injustice, 
hardship and privation to large num- 
bers of people as to produce unrest so 
gteat that the peace and harmony of 
the world are imperilled, and an. im- 
provement of those conditions is ur- 
genily required. y?. 

How does the International Labor 
Organization go about its work of 
raising and equalizing world stand- 
In iis annual conferences the 
organization adopts Draft Conventions 
or Recommendations. Each “other 
state is free to ratify them or reject 
theni, buf-each state is bound by 
agreement to place any such recotm- 
mendations before competent legisla~ 
tive authority for discussion, It is 
the second duty of the organization 
to collect and distribute information 
concerning all labor matters and all 
social questions throughout the world. 
By so doing, it creates a-new aimos- 
phere of feeling, suggests new ideas 
of reforms and explains the initiatives 
and experiences of each country. 

Many member states have been slow 
to discuss the Draft Conventions, but 
it is interesting to note that the most 
evident resulls have been oblaintd in 
flelds where they were least expect- 
ed Th International Labor Organ- 
jzation can polmt with pride jor in- 
stance, to a new system of labor legis- ' 
lation in Indian and in Japan, and to} 
the beginnings of a system of labor 
legislation in China.

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Need Of Reforestation 

Virgin Forests of Canada Will Not 

Last More Thah Thirty Years 
“At the present rate of depletion 
the virgin forests of Canada and the 
United States will not last more than 
25 or 80 years,” said R. D. Craig and 
F. Storey of the Botany Séction of the 
British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science recently, in issuing a 
plea for the prolection, conservation 

and extension of timber resources 
“Apart from fuel, useally obtained 
from hardwoods, an overwhelming pro- 
portion of the timber tequired for in- 


dustrial purposes is produced by conti- 


ferous species, such as pine and 
spruce, which with few exteptions are 
Umited in distribution to the North 
American continent, Northern Europe 
and Siberia. 

“These regions cannot be telied 
upon permanently as sources of sup- 
ply. The position in Europe is un 
favorable because timber consumption 
each year far exceeds forest growth, 

“Siberian resources are to a large 
extent unexplored, but. as in North- 
ern Russia, large areas of forest are 
likely to remain undeveloped owing to 
the difficulty and expense of extract- 
ing the timbers.” 

The United States consumes nearly 
one-half of the world’s production pf, 
timber, the speakers said, in pointing 
out that a limit will be reached to 
present resources within 30 years, un- 
less preventive measures are taken. 

“In view of failing supplies and tho 
slow growth of trees, there is. ur- 
went neéd of reforestation of devasted

Insects ‘Affecting Livestock 


Treatment For Cattle Lice On Range 
Cattle Or Stabled Animals 

Lice on cattle develop most rapidly 
in dry, cold weather, and cattle should 
be dipped or treated before the cold 
weather sets in says Mr. 8S. Hadwen, 
of the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, Ottawa, in his bulletin, “In- 
sects Affecting Livestock.” For range 
cattle, fall dipping with the official 
Canadian Governnent mixture of lime 
and sulphur is an excellent. practice, 
us it kills off the lice that are present 
on the cattle. A’ second dipping two 
weeks later is always necessary to in- 
sure the best results. 

For stabled animals kerosene emul- 
follews has been 
found very satisfactory; one quart 
soft soap, quarter pound hard soap, 
one pint kéroseue and two quarts 
water. Mix with boiling water and 
add one gallon of warm water before 
using; mix thoroughly so that the skin 
will not be scalded; repeat in ten days 
to two weeks. The mixiure can be 
applied with a brush. 

In cold, weather when it is not safe 
to either 
off, pyrethrum powder is a useful rem- 
edy. Dust over the skin and strap a 
blanket on. Disinfect everything 
that has been in contact with the anl- 
mal.

Electricity On, the Farm 
Social 


Effects of Electric Power 
Agricultural Districts 
Just as the automobile, compared 
with the raliroad, fs a centrifugal in- 
fluence in society, so f# électric pow- 
er as compared with steam power. A 
tiny wire transmits electric energy 
as well as a hugs bolt transmits steam 
energy. Given proper distribution at 
fair rates, electricity can take much 
of the drudgery out of both man’s and 
woman's work on the farm, It can 
run vacuum cleaners as well-as fan 
ning mills and threshers, pump water 
for the house as well as for the stock, 
wash clothes as well as shred corn. 
Thus far, the words “Power Farming” 
méan little more than trucks, tractors 
and various stationary machines driy- 
en by internal combustion engines, but 
in the good time coming, the electric 
motor will drive its noisler_competitor 
out of a wide range of farm jobs. 
Farming will be cleaner, less labor- 
lous, more systematic, more profitable. 
With power available on the farm, the

farmer will sell less raw material and 


more converted material. Certain 
jobs now done in town are altogether 
likely to return to the farm, provid- 
ing work for mole hands, checking 
the flow of population to the towns and 
ameliorating to that extent the isola- 
tion of country dwellers.

Deposits at McMurray Field 
Richest He Hae Seen 
“There appears to be no obstacle 
whatever to the development of the 
enormous tar sands of the McMurray 
area,” stated Roland T. Day, well- 
known mining engineer of New York 
City, on his retura to Edmonton from 
Waterways, following an extended in- 
vestigation of the entire. far sands 

frelds 

Mr. Day is a nephew of Dr, 
T. Day, of New York, who, with 
several others, have large plants in 
Washington, New York, and an ex- 
perimental plant in California, at 
which point they have been for the 
past years, conducting expert- 
ments on a tar deposit almost identi- 
cal with that at McMurray. 

“T have examined all the deposits 
on this side of the water and many 
on the other sice,” said Mr, Day, 
“and the McMurray fleld is the larg- 
est and richest I have ever seen. There 
is tonnage enough at McMurray to 
last for an indefinite period,” ecantin- 
ued Mr. Day. “Though, in view of 
the present high freight rates, it 
probably would not be profitable to 
market any but the gasoline and 
kerosene at the outset.”

The hunt for fur is extending north 
ward year by year, according to oM- 
clals of the great fur companies oper- 
ation to the Labfador Coast and into 
Hudson's Bay. Bach season, they 
Bay, new posts are opened to widen 
the fleld of the pelt. hunter northerly 
into the Arctic 

The Hudson's Bay Company and Re 
yillon Freres, the “old” company and 
the “new,” already have dispatched 
thelr steamers on thelr annual tour of 
the northern posts 

All the way up the coast of Labrador 
and Into Iiudson’s Bay are scattered 
fur posts, which in many cases have 
been carrying on business with the 
natives for years. Gradually, com- 
pany heads say, the operations have 
extended northward, the Hudson's Bay 
Company especially seeking out new 
fur flelds. ‘This company now has a 
numerous chain of posts In Baffiniand 
and other aréas north of Hudson 
Strait. In recent years the trading 
operations of both companies have 
been very successful and the fur 
catches large. 

Two years ago the Hudsqn’s Bay 
Company undertook .to establish a 
herd. of reindeer in BaMfinland with 
a view to augmenting the meat ‘sup- 
ply of the region. The company was 
encouraged in its experiment by: the 
success of a similar project In Alaska. 
Instead of meeting with the success 
achieved with the reindeer tn Alaska, 
the Hudson's Bay Company met with 
partial failure, and. the herd. now. is 
small.
